5 - hisglories, and that 9/ymprs be neuer withourbright _ ©, 
glittering Armour, nor greenc-wreathcd.Garlands, as 6 
well to gragę the Souldier, as to glory the Poet. 
Thie cobidered (right Honourable) hauing done 
my endeuour to pen downethe loues of Cicero, which 
Plutarch, and Cornelius Nepos forgot in their writings:

bol well intended thoughts, as Calhy mac hus Scholer did 
to Alexander, thinking nothing rare or view worthy, 
ſufficiently patronaged, vnleſſe ſhrowded vnder the

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protection of ſo Honourable a Mecena. Whatſoeuet 
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was pleaded in Reſtris, was not penned by Hor tenſius, 
and yet the Senators heard and gaue:plauſible cen- 
ſurcs. Homer ſpent verſes, as well on Irus the begger, 
as Eurym ac hus the wooer. Every ſentence cannot Cie- 
ant his lucernam olere, and yet men wil tead Poems, and 
praiſe them. Then (right Honourable) if my worke, 
treating of Cicero, leeme not fit for Cicero, as eclipſing 
the beauteou: ſhew of his eloquence, with a harſh and 
vnpoliſhed ſite, yer I craue that your Honour will 
vouch ofit, only for that it is written of Cicero. Ennis 
laboured as hard in hi. rough Poeſies, as Virgil in his 
high Poems. FHidias penſill (in his one conceit) was 
pointed, as Pg muleons chaſing tooles : meane wits, in 
their follies, haue equall paines with learned Clarkes 
in their fancies. Apollo ycelded Oracles, aſwel to poore 
men for their Praiers, as to Princes for their preſents. 
Starres haue their lights, and hai res their ſhadowes. 
Meane Scholers haue high thoughts, though low for- 
tunes. T hus perſwaded and emboldned (right Hono- 
rable) I preſent this Pamphlet of Ciceroes Loues to 
your Lordſhip, reſolued vpon your courteous accep- 
tance, that weighing the mind, not the matter, your 
Honour will ſay, if not Pacephalus, yet a horſe. And in 
this hope reſting, I wiſn to your Lordſhip- as much

as haue bene happy foz many great Uictozies. This Cons 
ſul famous in the Common- wealth fo2 his martiall cx- 
ploits, Foztune, whoſe conteit reſts in extremes, either to 
pꝛedigall in herfausurs, oz pꝛeiudiciall in her frownes, to 
make this man the miracle of her Deitp, lent him one one⸗ 
iy Davghter of ſr ch excellent exquiſite perfection, as Na- 
ture in her ſeeme d to wonder at her owne wozkes. Her 
baire was like the ſhins of Apollo, when ſhaking his glo- 
rious trifles be makes the Mozld beauteous with his 


b2ightneſſe. The Juoꝛie of her face oner-daſht. with a Uer⸗ 


million dye, ſeemed like the bluſh that leapt from Endimi- 
ons cheekes, when Cynthia conrts him on the Pils of Lat- 
mos. So did the p26pettion of her bodp anſwere to the 
perfection of ber minde, and the honour of her thoughts ſo 
fitted to the gleꝛy of her fauoʒs as it reſted doubtfull whe- 
ther her cutward beautics.oꝛ inward ver tues held the Su⸗ 
L2tmacie. Inlomuch, that as men flocke to Delphos, to 


heare the Oꝛac les of Apollo, ſo diners reſo2t to Rome tg 


take view of the cxcellency of I erentia: who once delighted 
with the ſight of her grace, ſet downe this as an Axiome, 
that Pallas the Patrone ſſe of Troy fo2 wiſdome , oz Venus 
the wonder of Yeauen fo2 beauty , might not diſcrace the 
dignittes of this gozgeous mn Rome ſwelling E 
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the pꝛide of this matchlelle Uirgin, whoſe thoughts wers 
moꝛe humble then her facs beautifal:and pet the Painters 
of p time-feared to attempt her poꝛtraiture, as finding the 
perfection of nature to exceed the p2opo2tion of Art, made 
her the Tiffris of her Veſtals, as one that counted fancy 
as bnfit fo2 a mad, as Alexandercowardtze foz-aſouldier. 
Cupid ſitting on his mothers knœ by the fount of Alcyda- 
hon ſ&ing how Terentia, enemp to his amoꝛos philoſophy, 
fet love at lo light eſteeme, & fo2 a charme agaiuſt his Pas 
gicalt inchantments, carried the euer. burning fire of Veſta 
in her bzeſt, claſping his mother wantonly about the neck, 
he began thus to pꝛattle. Seeing mother, we haue left the 
places of our atcuſtomed reſidence,to auois the troupes of 
fuch ſato2s, as onely end their loues with their lines, and 
haue ſtolne to the ſecret faunt here a while to be ſolitarp, to 
wearc away the time with ſome conceited chat, J pꝛay you 
tell me,whereof are womens hearts made: Jacke the que- 
ſtion, mother, fo that J find the diſtinction of their fanctes 
like the difference of their faces , which as they be diſtin⸗ 
gnicht in pꝛopoꝛtion, ſo they be altogether vnlike in pꝛoper- 
ties. Venus, hearing her Donne make fach a waggich de- 
mand, began thus to reply. Dome lap, my bop, ok the liner 
of a Camelion, whoſe nature is to bee changeable in hues, 
and womẽ as variable in their thoughts. Others ok a ppzit 
ſtone, which handled ſoftly, is as cold as pce, but pꝛeſſed be⸗ 
twerne the lingers, burneth like fire : thep which infer this 
compariſon,ſay that women bꝛok not fauourable perſwa . 
lions, noꝛ: map be wonne by intreaties, but the ready wap 
to kindle them with deſtre, is to croſſe them with diſdaine, 
Some ſap their hearts be of Marble, which being hard, pet 
dꝛops teares againſt euerp ſtoꝛme: Some of Maxe, that is 
koft, admitting enery impꝛeſſion: thoſe women haue their 
loues in their loks, which taken in with agaze is thꝛuſt out 
with a winke: ſome of Adament, thep be hard- hearted, and 
vet men ſay, the Lapidaries haue fwles to pierce the: others 
of gold, and they be like Danae , that will admit no loner 
but ſuch as Iupiter.

At this, Venus fetching a d pe figh, pꝛole- 
tuted her fozmer pꝛomiſes thas. Well wagge, foz all pou | 
play the wanton, halt thou inſight ſo far into thine enemies 
thoughts, that thou haſt quoted in thy tables. the reſoluffon 
of Terentia, whom men count moze beautiful then my ſelfe, 
and moze chaſt then Diana? her heart, my bop, is framed of 
the pureſt diamond, which. as it is hard to enter taine lone, 
ſo it is cleane,fit fo2 the receit of Uertne:J tell thte, Cupid, 
Terentia makes deſire her dzudge, and diſdaine her Cham. 
pion: She honours all the gods but thee , and admits all 
recreations but lone: ſhe may finith her age with content 
of patience. The pꝛime of her peeres are graue, that the 
fruits ol her times may be gracious, e the ſtriues to bee as 
full of honour in her life, as full of fausurs in her loks. To 
conclude, my bop, chee is Terentia, who ſeke with labours 
ts auoide loues. and inzenours to be called as vertuous,as | 
other Ladies amo2ous.

d2p Metals, the ſtrongeſt of them will Jaime at Terentia, 
and if my foꝛtune faile me not, J will change her ſongs to 
fighes, and her chaſte pzapers to amozꝛaus paſſ:ons.

; with that, leaping from his mothers lap, he bent his bow, 
: tHot an Arrow, and hit Tercacia on the heart, but it was of 
ſuch p2oofe, as the bolt rebounded, and bꝛake into a thous 
ſand ſhiuers. At this, Cupid fce2ned, ſing bis deitie coun- - 
x kercheckt with ſuch conſtant * W — 
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ing her tonne in luch a rage: which ſo increaſed his choler 
that he diſcharged all his arrowes at randome, careleiſſe of 
bis aime, ſo he might any way reuenge. Amongſt the reſt, 
young Lenculus a Roman Caualier, vnder whoſe conduct 
the Conſul ſent many Legions to make warre againlt the 
Parchians , was one of thaſe vnfoꝛtunate men that Cupid 
had bꝛuiſed with his arrowes. Foꝛ hauing fought a ſet bat⸗ 
taile and bought the v'cto2y with great loſe, freſh ſupplies 
were ſent him from Rome. Lentulus welcomming his new⸗ 
tome ſoldiers,demanded what newes: after they had made 
repozt of the ſtate of the Common wealth, they then, as a 
thing miraculous and ſapernatarall,diſcouered to him the 
excellency of Tercacia ſetting ont her glozies with ſach em 
phatical deſcriptions,that Lenculus leaning his head onhis 
hand; became a willing auditoꝛ to ſuch pleaſant philoſophy, 
Smiling thus in the ouer-ſwete potions that Lone had 
tempꝛed, like Circes to bewitch the waryand warlike Vliſ. 
ſes he cauſed his louldiers with often repetitions of Teren- 
tias beauty, tograft it in the finewes of his new entertained 
fancies. In the dap his head was troubled with thoughts 
of Teren:ia:tn the night conceit pꝛeſented the viſionsof Te. 
rent'a, Where befoze he laid plots how fo circumuent the 
Parchians,now he deuiſed how to copalſle his paſſions:loue 
wiſht him to make light eſteeme of war, but growing to be 
careleſſe, hoganehts enemies occaſton ok incouragement. 
Being thus perplered with bnacquatinted fits , hee began 
thus ſouldier-iike to debate with himſelfe: Yaue not the 
ancient Romans, whole ſtatues and trophes haue filled the 
wozld with wonder of their chinalrp, aimde ö end of their 
honoꝛs to conſiſt in armsꝰ haue not they feteht fame fr the 
heauens with their woꝛds, and bound her to their foztunes 
with circumſcriptios of blood? haue not their lances pierſt 
obliuion to the heart, x their martial dedes regiſtred their 
names in the Chꝛonicles of memoꝛpꝰ and pet Lentulus, doſt 
thon make light eſteeme of war, whoſe very frowns are ho⸗ 
nur, and whole fauours immoꝛtall glozies 2 Bluſh at thy 
thoughts that are ſo baſe, and wepe with Cæſar, that thon 
baſt not done wenders with Alexander, Thou art —

bp the Tonſals,as a choiſe man of Rome, as high pꝛiſed fo: 
thy balonr, as thy parentage, & pet thy mother was of the 
great Amily; Thou art ſent againſt the Par chians, a Mali 
on marlike t relolute, either to challenge thy graue with 
thyſw92d, 02 carusout their tombs with the Courtle-are. 
Dareſt thou then, Lentulus, amidſt thoſe gloꝛtous thoughts 
ot a ſoldier, admit the leaſt paſſfon of a loner? ſhall thy po- 
licies, to little foz the Parthians, be im ploped in purchaſing 
Terentia? No,Lentulus,dzaw thy Fawchon,b2andith it as 
gainſt Rome, and if Lone loke but oner the walls, menace 
ber with thy martiall weapons: and pet Lentulus, be not 
fo ſtoical, as to reiect ſuch a mighty deity. aue not 5 Ro- 
mans erected a temple nere vato Campus Martius! Are not 
K1ights dubbed, fo defend Ladies? Make thep not their 
Meims pꝛoud with their Piſtris fanovrs ? Mars hath his 
amours,as hehath his armours. Alexander glozied in his 
Loues,as he triumpheWn his Uictozies. Great Pompey 
hath his lulia, Cæſar his paramonr, Souldiers haue loned, 
eſo will J. Hauing thus diſconrſed with himſelfe,bis hope 
of bis loue, dꝛaue ſuch an innincible courage into his mind, 
that he paſſed not many daies without giuiag battel to the 
Parchias, in which, getting a gloꝛious victoꝛp, he ſent great 
treaſare,and many captines home to Rome, with great in- 
terceſſion to th? Senate, that he might not winter from his 
owne Country. Coe Conſuls glad to fauour him with any 
reaſonable grant, ſent Lepidus to take his place, t recalled 
Lentulus hame to the city. The fame of whoſe high inten- 
ded thoughts, his conqueſt inlarg'd wilh infinite treaſures. 
and rich captines, made Rome to ring with ecch ꝛcs of his 
matchleſle excellenty: inſomuch, that palling thꝛough the 
firets to the Capitall, there to be inueſted with the honozs 
due to his victoztes, multitudes of Romans were placed on 
ſcackolds, to take view ok ſo bꝛaue c hardp a captaine; and 
the goꝛgedus windows of the city were ſtufked with tropes 
of beautiful ladies, tickled with an earneſt defire to ſatiſfie 
their fights with his perſonage.Palling ihus in pompe, Iu- 
lus Cxlar then being Dictato2,aiter the ſolemne rites and 
magnificent triamphs were ended, bade him home to din⸗ 
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ner, where hee feafted him with ſuchropalfy, as might be- 
ſeeme the greatnes of the dap, and the highnes of his owne 
thoughts. Thus flewthe lame of Lentulus though Rome, 
as the wonder of his time, but all thoſe triumphant digni⸗ 
ties could not exterpate the melancholy of this Romans 
thoughts, inſerted into his mind by the fond inchantments 
of laue:but as the wounded Deere wꝛingeth fozth teares, 
the Mir tle pierted, pteldeth gum,ſo Lentulus afterhisdeps 
impꝛeſſion ef loue, cauld affoozd nought but ſighes and (03- 
rowes. The gemme of Terentias excellency reflected in his 
minde like an obiect in a Cryſtal mirroʒ, that amiddeſt his 
moſt ſerious atfaires, he found the paſſions of Lone to be 
intermedled. Fo2tune that had tied her fauours in the top 
of his Creſt,halfperſwaded to become c6ftant to this war- 
like Champion, ſceing Cupid wong him without cauſe, 
thought with a ſoueraigne antidote, to pꝛeuent the fur ther 
enſuing pꝛeindices of fancy. Fagging therfoze Opoztunity 
to daunce attendance vpon this her darling it fell ont, that 
Flaminius, the father of Terentia, ſeeing how Lentulus was 
generally feaſted of all the Senets2s in Rome, thought a- 
monſt thereft, to welcome home the warrioz with a ban- 
ket:and therefoze meeting him at one Titus Annius Miloes 
honſe, hee ſolemnly inuited him home to dinner. Lentulus, 
as full of curteſte as courage after great thanks, pꝛemiſed 
to be his gueſt. Wherenpon Fl: minius paſſing home, made 
p20uiſion:e Lentulus ſtealing to his lodging being ſolitary, 
conceiued ſuch inward toy at this weet opoztunitp, that 
leaning vpon his left hand, ſmiling to himſelſe, he bꝛeathed 
ont theſe woꝛds: Such I \& well, as Mars honours with fas 
n02s, Venus will not croſſe withfrowns:thoſe that conquer 
in Marres, ſhall not perifh in Lones. Cupid fanozs his fa- 
thers followers,and luch as fo2tune ſmiles on in baſtel, ſhe 
laughs on in fancies: 4 coueted to beare charge againſt the 
Parthians, ę the Senate elected me Lo2d of their Legions: 
Deſire wiſht me to haue a ſight of Terentia, and her father 
entertaines me fo2 agueſt, J made conqueſt of mine ene⸗ 
mies with the ſwo2d, and why may AJ not win Lone with 


ſons 


T allies Lowe. 
ſons are pꝛodigious, be Augure then fo thy ſelfe, and talcu⸗ 
late thy god foztunes by thy thoughts: Loues and Martes 
traue courage. Feare not, man, foz thy intreaties are as 
mighty, as her denials can be contrarp. As thus he was de- 
bating within himſelfe, the clocks told him it was time to 
as toviſite his Yoſt, ſo that he made himſelfe as ſumptuous 
as might be, and at the parting from his chamber doe he 
ſaid thus: t Venus (quoth he) thou fauour me in my lones, 
A wil become thy vowed ſeruant in mp life: wil ſtrew thy 
Altars with Roſes, and ſet thee ſhzines at Paphos: J will 
bind vp my temples with Pirtle boughes , & foz the mar- 
tiall garland,weare a wzeath of flowers: J wil haue dones 
nelts in mp palaces, t what belongs fo thee ſhall bee ſome 
sf mp delight:onelp grace me with the fausur of Terentia. 
Ent ing this his vow, hee paſſed foꝛward with his traine 
towaro the houſe of Flaminius , where being arrined , the 
graue Senato2s enfertained him with ſuch magnificence, 
as Lentulus perceined his welcom by his honozs. Che bozd 
touered, and the company readp fo ſit, Lentulus was placed 
chtele at the table, who all this while, hauing not ſight of 
Terentia ſate as a man nipped on the heed, although there 
were at the table, to grace the feaſt, many bꝛaue # beauti- 
full damſels. Sitting thus in a dump, he was cheered bp by 
all the company: but at laſt, to ſet him in his (ollity, Teren- 
ria was commanded by her father, to bꝛing him in a cup of 
Gzikiſh wine. She that little cared to be ſeen is open ban- 
qucts as holding it contrarp to the rites of Veſta, durſt not 
pet bat with all diligence ſigniſte her obedience. Therfo2e 
attired in a rich robe of white, ſpotted with fars of gold, 
tempꝛing the po2zphy2y of her face with a vermillion bluſh, 
tsoking like Diana when we baſht at Acteons pzeſence, ſhe 
tame into the hal, where humbly laluting all the company, 
che delinered p wine to her father. Lentulus feing fame had 
but blemifht her fauoꝛs, in being to par tial of her pꝛaiſes, ſat 
lo amazed at the beuteous rxcellency of Terentia, as did the 
Centaur enamozed of Iuno Mis eie made ſuruep of her bens 
ties, who poſting thẽ ouer to the conteplation of his thoghts 
ſo (ef on fire his hart with her perkections, as his — 

at. 
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tut vp her o2iffce, to giue his eyes leane to wonder at the 

curious tanteite ot natures cunning his lookes began to 
ſparkle loue, as did thoſe of Adon, when he pꝛyed bpon the 
face of his paramour:the change of his coloꝛ bew2aied his 
new cntertained paſſions: which noted by Terentia, halfe 
angry at loncs fully, ſhee diſcouered her colour with ſuch a 
bluſh, as Len.ulus letting fall his knife bpon his trencher, 
aid aleud. Non fortuna, Non Bellum, mean ing that neither 
the higheſt ſtats of Ft z'une, noz the fatall euent of warre, 
could cor quer that heart that her beutyhath made ſabiecr, 
Terentia at this vnexpected exclamation abaſhed, and the 
reſt of the company marvelled : but Flaminius willing ts 
moue ſome table talk, demanded of Lentulus what he ment 
bp this ſudden emblem. Lentulus willing to make flight at 
the fowle, and pet not to hate a bell at his hole, arſwered 
thus: Whilcft F lap in legar intrenching the Parthians, 
mee hardy with legions of men, then with deepe raiſed 
tountermutes, mpſouldiers diſcegered a caſtle, which once 
won, dilplacing the ſtrength of the countrep ſ&ing the Ro- 
mans had made me vicegerent of their fo ces, although the 
place ſemed impꝛegnable, being as wel defended by na⸗ 
ture, ſituate bpon a mount, as by pꝛoweſſe ſtoꝛcd with men 
and munitien, yet pꝛiſing honoꝛ moꝛe dere then blood, and 
countries pꝛeũt beyond the content of life, J bent certaine 
legions againſt the caſtle, and following the opinion cf 
Quintus Fabius Maximus, ſought by delap to dziue them to 
compoſitien. Foz it was ſaid of him, 


V nus homo nobis cunctando reſtituit rem. 
XN on ponebat enim rumores ante ſalutem. 
Ergo poitqz magiſq; viri nunc gloria claret. 


Seeking ſo to get corqueſt by famine Lohich, would haue 
ber ne pꝛeindiciall with the (wo2d, at laſt, ſceing their fo:ce 
great ip weakned, J gave aſſault, and entred, putting the 
ſouldiers to the ſwozd, pet willing to ſaue the Loꝛd of the 
caſtle, foꝛ that his valoz diſconered his theughts, ſearching 
hir3 out, I kound him in his bet-chamber, his wife llaine, 


and 
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and the blade pet varniſhed with blood graſped iu his fit, 
ſtaring mo in the face with a gaſtly loke,that tod amazed 
at the ffratagem , hee ſpake thys : Romane, repoꝛt in the 
Senate houſe, that where veau excell vs in policy, we extitd 
you in reſolution: this Lady which thou ſerſt here weltring 
in her goꝛe, is my Wife ; and fo2 ſhe bzookes not ſecond fans 
cies, thee traued to end her lone with her life: J married 
her a Uirgin  hono2a dle, ſhe died a wife and honeft as fas 
mous in Parthia foz her bertnes, as pour Romane Dames 
foz their bꝛaueries. Wee lined without iarres, foz that 
the deſire or the ane was the content of the other, conſtancy 
baniſhed jealouſte and true loue held ſuſpition at ttze lances 
point. Dur fozfunes (Romane) then halt pulde downe 
with thy pꝛoweſſe, warre hath made wzack of aur ſafet ies; 
but foz our loues, this ſwoꝛd ſhall linke them together by 
death, ſo that non fortuna, non bellum. And with that the 
reſolute Souldier Fabbed yimſelfe. Aﬀoniſhed at this per- 


- -empto2y maſſacre, although all Cained with the blood of 


the Parchians : pet J conld not batgrive at the paſſion of 
the man, e enter into conſideration what that lone ſhould 
be, that wzonghtin mens minds ſuch reſolute effects - fo 


weill liking of his determinate death, that J vowed in my 


thought, if ener J obtained the fanonr of ſome gracious 
Damſell, fo wzite blood with the Parthians, Non fortuna, 
non bellum. The remebzance(honozable Senateꝛs) ot this 
Tragedy made me ts ſhew my ſelfefo paſſionate. Lentulus 
hauing ended his diſcourſe, the Senatoꝛs generally p2aiſed 
the reſolution of the Parthian, andthe Ladies the conſtancy 
ok his wife, all concluding, that no imp2efſion could bee fa 
depely inſerted into the heart, as lone. Terentia ſpping the 
flame by the ſmoke ſmiled to ſe how-conertly Lentulus had 
tloked his thoughts, and hew, in bowing to be conſtant, hee 
diſcoutred his conceit, ſo that turning her backe, hee went 
into her Cloſet, and there blamed Venus, that had w2apt ſs 
bꝛaue a Champion in her ſubtileties: not feeling, either the 
perſonage, o: perfections of Lentulus, to ffirre the taped 
continencyoftermind. Well, the Senatozs,not willing fo 
let this fall fo the ground , — fil of the Parthian, 
| and 
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and amongſt the reſt of thoſe honourable gueſfs that wer: 
there feaſted, Archias the Poet, a man of a pleaſant diſpoſe... 
tion, tooke the tale by the end. and beganne to pꝛoſecute it 
thus. ; , " | 

Graue Senato2s, J remember J haue heard Hortenſius 
the great D2atoz ſay, that in times paſt, the Conſuls fo? 
recreation, would vſe light and honcſt paſtimes, eſpecially 
mirth at meate, as the fittelt miniſter fo2 digeſtion, alled⸗ 
ging Scipio and Gracchus, who coueted to be as iocond at 
their banguets, as they were ſerions in matters ofeſtate. 
Seeing then (Meuerent Fathers) Lentulus hath entred into 
the diſcourſe of loue, pꝛoducing the Parthian, who amongſt 
his other ſingularitics, boaſfed , that his fancy had neuer 
bene ſtained with iealouſte, a plague that is greatly now 
adapes pꝛedominant in Rome, might it pleaſe you to fa- 
uour vs with pour gracious conſent , wee would intreate 
Lentulus to diſcourſe to ns, his opinion of iealouſte. The 
Senato2s granted, and Terentia being tome to giue atten- 
dance on her father,ſmiled..Lenculus caſting his epes bpon 
his loue, fei g a dimple in her theeke, which was to him 
Cos amori e, made Archias this pꝛeſent anſwere. | 

Dad. the Thebcans appointed Zecus to haue diſconrſed on 
Puſlicke, 02 they of Theſlaly, Menalcas, to haue deſcribed 
the Court: The pꝛineiples of the one had beeue as void of 
Art, as the p2ecepts of the other farre from honour: The 
one being an enemp to Muſtcke, the other a Swaine, and a 
ſhepheard.. Do (reuerend Henato2s,and honozable Ladies 


of Rome) Archias, ;howſkilfull ſseuer in-Poetrp,pet hath 
Failed in his policp, to requeſt him todilconrſe of iealouſie 
that neuer as pet offered incenſe at the Altar of loue. If it 


had beene to make deſcription of a battel!, to haue diſcaur- 
ſed the oꝛder of the Phalanx, e any point of martiall diſct- 
pline, then could J. as a ſouldier „haue dilated ſuch pꝛinci- 
ples, as warlike Captaincs regiſter in the field with their 
fwozd. But of lone, wheſe amoꝛous deitie agreth not with 
d2um and trumpet, oꝛ af Jealouſie, as the hadow of Fan- 
tie, it fitteth me as little ts diſcourſe, as the ſhoomaker of 


Apelles poztrgiture. But if euer Venus ſhall bouch me that 
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tauour. to grace me with a ſpeciall loke from my milkris ex⸗ 
cellency, and that mine eye bee allowed, as Paris was, to 
tudge of beauties ; Archias ſhall command mee as a friend. 
In the meane time; fo2 Poets and Painfers onght ts haue 
their conceits feathered with Mercuries plumes: J will de- 
fire Archias to ſupply my ignozance,and to deſcribe the ef- 
fects of iealonſfe, The Senatoꝛs, and the reſt of the Tom- 
pany ; hearing how cunningly Lentulus retozted the argn- 
ment vpon Archias, with a reſolute conſent,thep enieyned 
Archias to play Þ O2atoz, who being pleaſantly diſpsſed be⸗ 
gan thus: The woules in Syria Þ barke againſt the Poone, 
ſnffer ſmall reſt, and great hunger. Arrowes ſhot againſt 
the Stars, pierce downeward: and the Syrens that ſought 
to intrap Vlyſſes, periſht themſelues: ſo Gentlemen, J* 
ſought to make experience of Lentulus eloquence,and Soz⸗ 
tune bath alloted me to diſcover mine owne ignozance;but 
lef I might bee counted, either to Stoicall,o2 to te fall of 
ſelfe-conceit: foz iealouſie thus. 


Archias diſcourſe of Icalouſic, 


© uch as haue ſearched ints the deepeſt \Aphoziſmes of A. 
nacreon, oz pꝛied into the pꝛinciples that Ouid ſet down 
in his Uolumes , find loue to be ſach a pure paſſion of ths 
mind, as, like the ChzyTall, it admittethno bzaiſe,withont 
a track: it growethfrom the vaion of two minds, conceined 
| by the ſpeciall liking of ſome extellent god, conũſting in ex 
terrioꝛ beauty, oʒ interisʒ vertues. oꝛ 5 combining of them 
both in one ſoule, t ſingular perfection. This choice of crcel- 
tency confirmed by election, once impzinted in the heart is 
fo pꝛetious as the pearles of Cleopatra. The fle ce of Col- 
chos, the ſands of Tagus are trach it bzought into compare 
with this dinine and metaphyſicall paſſion + man having 
ſwilled in this nectar of Lone,is ſochary that he not onely 
bzoketh no caztiuall of his thoughts, but admitteth no pat⸗ 
tanker ol his fanuozs, and from this teare pꝛottdeth that fir- 
ry which men callicaloufie, being ſecret ſuſpition, that o- 
thers ſhould cnioy that — that hee hath choſenſole

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and ſingalar to himſelfe. This (nable Romans )is that tieav 
that Pluto ſent te checks Cupid in his deitie: this ſyʒinging 
from Hell, bzingeth wozſe fo2ments to the mind then the 
ffone of Syſiphus. bulture of Titius 02 wheele of lxion. This 
is the canker that fretteth the quietof the thoughts, the 
m2th that ſecretly conſumeth the life of man, and the pop- 
ſon ſpecially oppoſed againſt the perfection of loue : after 
the heart is once infecced with iealouſte, the lpes are bꝛo - 
ken: the dꝛeames diſquiet ſlumbers: the thoughts, cares @ 
loꝛrowes:the life, woe and miſery: that lining he dies: and 
dying, pꝛolongs ont his life in paſſions wozſe then death 
Noneioketh onhis lone, but ſuſpition ſepes, this is he that 
touets to be coxrinallof my fauours: None knockes at his 
do2e, but ſtarting vp, he thinkes them meCengers of fancy; 
none talkes, but they whiſperof aff:ction:if che frowne, ſhe 
hates him, and loves others: if che ſmile, it is becanaſe ſhee 
bath had ſucteſſe in her loues: loke ſhe frowardlyp on any 
man, the difembles:if ſhe lauozs him with a gr-cious eye, 
then as a man ffraught with frenſie he crieth out, that nei 
ther fire in the raw, no loue in womens lookes can be 
concealed ; thus doth he line reſtleſſe, and makethlone,that 
of it ſelfe is ſ wert, ta be in tate as bitter as gall, © 

Chts diſconers (renerent Senato2s) that lone being of 
it ſelfe, a moſt excellent paſflan, is onely blemiſht bp this 
foule e diſgraced ſtaine of tealouſte, as hatefuil andhurt- 
full to the minde, as a Cockatrice to the eye, oꝛ Hemlocke 
to the taſte. The pureſt Chayſalite hath his ſtrakes , the 
ftowers in Sydon, as they are p2ecious to the ſight, lo they 
are peſtilent in ſauour : Lone as it is dinine with lopaltie,. 
fo it is helliſh with iealouſie: whereſoze by an ancient Post 
were witten theſe berſcs. 


When gods had-fram'd the fweet of womens face, 
And lockt mens lookes within their golden haire : 
That hals bluſht to ſce their matchleſſe grace, 
And heauenly gods on earth did make repaire: 

To quippe faire Venus ouerweening pride,

Dad not Iuno bene iealous oner Iupiter, lo had not bene 
turned into a Heiler: if ſuſpition had not p2ickt Menelaus, 
Helen: had not ſtolne a wap with Paris. Procris hab bene 
alive, had ſhe not ſuſpected Cepbhalus. Then wezthy Ro- 
manes, we ſec what a p;eiudiciall monſter groweth from 
the fearcfull crceffe of love, that ſhoztneth not only the life, 
diſquietcth the mind,bat oft is the canſe of moſt range and 


vnna tur all maſſacres. If foztune frowne in lone, wee fits 


to pattence : if there happen fars,whp lovers bzawles are 

mtroductions to delight. If ponerty, why ttep hope bpon 

time, thinking that there is Y:c:/irndo omminnr rerum, the 

loweſt cbbe may haue his flow, and the denddeſt neape bis 
full tide : ifgriefes, ſozrowes, repulſes vnkind nc le, theſe 
be but Amantium ire, And therefoze Amoricreaiute gratio: . 
but as the pumite · ſtene freeth the paper from ſpots, and 
the fire conſumeth flaxe: ſo this internall plague of iealou- 
fie, roteth and raceth all true lone from the heart, that pol 
ding my cenſure, conclude with this Poeme.

Archias hauing thus ended his difcourſe , the Denatozs 
greatly p2aiſed his deſcription of tealouſie, æ from that fell 
to other pleaſant talke as occaſion offred Till dinner being 
done, they aroſe, æ after many thanks e curtcſtes,accozding 
to the cuſfome of the Romans, Flaminaus, to honoz Lentulus 
the moze, taking him by the hand, caried him into a garden, 
where Tercncia (ate accompanied- with other Uirgins of 
Rome: Namely Flauia, Cornelia,and Iulia, all o ſuch «xqut- 
ſite features, as they emed to be the choyce Paragons of 
that time. Lentulus, amazed at this gozgeous ſight, wondzed 
not onelp at their beauties, but maruelled why Flaminius 
bought him ſo friendly into their pzeſence. At lat, the old 
man built fazth into theſe wozdes: 102d Lentulus, A mea- 


(ure the thoughts of yong Gentlemen, by the pꝛime of my 


fo:epaſſed pouth, not being lo Tpaicall,as with Chremes in 
Terence, to pzopoztion poung affections, by the cinders of 
old age, but to thinke with Menedemus, that the ſpzing hath 
flowers and bleſomes, whereas Winter hath dꝛied bꝛan. 
ches,and tau ny leaues. Te old men, ouer whom Saturnus 
is pꝛedominant, hauing infuſed nielancholy in our mindes, 
touet, either to ſit ſolitarp, eꝛ that our talke be ſerious: vou 
that are young, Whoſe thoughts aime at delights, ſ«ke to 
paſſe the time in pleaſant diſcourſes, Left therefo2e the 
time might be tedious, J haue bzoughtyou amongſt theſe 
faire Ladies, that you map make experience of loues, as 
you haue done of Warres : Mors no ſoner puts off his hel⸗ 
met, but he ſalutes Venus: and pon come from conqueſt of 
the Parchians, ſ&@ how you can enter combat with palſions : ; 
and ſo, Lozd Lentulus, J leane pon. 

Lentulus, ſe ing dimlelle thus innironed with theſe mt- 
racles of beauty,cafting his epes bpon the goddeſſe, Whoſe 
fauoꝛable aſpect might be the ſumme of his foztune,baſhed 
at the firſt, as Paris did in the vale of Ida, and iood as the 


foes 
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toes ol Perſeua when he vntalsd the head of Meduſa, and fury 
ned them to mar ble pictures: ſo amazed ſtod Lentulus at 
the fight of ſuch dinine cxcellencp , till the Ladies ſ&ing 
this Nouice thus in a guandary, began ta ſmile, which re- 
uiuing a kind of amo2ous choler in the Souldiers minde, he 
began thus to play the Champion. | | | 
Aadics,beleveme,Lone is of moꝛe fo2ce then warres, 
and the lokes of women pierce deeper then ſtroke of laun · 
ces:there is no curtleax ſo kene, but armour ofhigh pꝛoofe 
tan withſtand: but beauties arrowes are ſo ſharpe, and the 
Darts that flye from Womens eies ſo piercing as the Cozf- 
let tompered by Vulcan, foz Diodor:s Patamour, holds not 
out the violence of their ſtroke. The gods tremble when 
Mars ſhaketh his Launce, but hee fearcth when Venus talt⸗ 
ethafrowne. Alexander neuer tooke notice of the Legfons 
of his enemies, but hee ſtood ſrighted at the beautie of the 
Amazon. Then,fwet ſaints of Rome, maruell not if I were 
dꝛiuen into a maze at the ſight of lach beauteouscreatures, 
Whoſe faces are Venus weavos, wherwith ſhe checketh the 
pꝛide of oner-daring Marriours: J cannot(Ladies)court 
it as pour Romane pongſters, that tye their wits to their 
fancies: noꝛ fill your eares with amoꝛos diſcourſes,as Cu- 
pids Appzentices, that ſpend thcir time in ſuch louing Phi- 
loſophy : no2 can J faire conceited ſuppoſes of affection, to 
pꝛoue mp letfe loue-ſfcke by Poetry. But as a blunt Soul- 
dier new come from the warres, J offer my ſelfe a Benont 
ſeruant ta your beantics , ſwearing to defend pour Yo 
nonrs againſt all men with the hazard of mp blood, and in 
pawue thereof generally bnfo pou all, but eſpecially fo one 
(as loue hath his vnitie) I deſire to be entertained as a du⸗ 
tifnil ſeruant to the Lady Terentia. Lentulus hauing thus 
boldly bo2ded theſe lonelp Uirgins, the Ladies ſeing 
with what affection he offered his ſeruice to Ferentia, be⸗ 
gan to bite the lip. ſhe to bluſh, who ſeeing her ſelfe toucht 
to the quicke, made him this anſwere. 
A know net (Lozd Lentulus) how to anſwere of lone, be- 
cauſe as pet J neuer knew loue: ignozant of his fozces, be⸗ 


cauſe neuer acquainted with his foztunes. Vela fozbids vs 
| | Utrgins 
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"Uirgines fo name Venus, as they of Epheſus hatefull Ero- 
ſtratus. Dianadeales not in Paphos, ne2 ſuffers hee any of 
hor Paydens to hunt on Brecynus: liſt meeting with Ve- 
nus metocks, they ſkip with Caliſta, and ſoſ&ke after loſſe. 
The leſle pou are pꝛiuate to loues paCtons, the moze wel- 
come ts our p:eſence:fe2 rather had we fill our eares with 
warres foztunes, then with lcacs follics: eſwetcr are the 
teures that grow from a conffant ſtratagem, then a ſmile 
from a Comick tale of fancy. Fo2 pour ſeruice (L02d Len- 
tulus) finding mp ſclfe bnwo2thy,Jcrave pardon: Ho can 
we by Veſtacs charter admit ſuch fernants. But if it pleaſe 
vou fo bee accepted as a wozthy Roman, and my Fathers 
fricnd,lcoke fo fuch faudur 8s mine honour aud virginitie 
can afo2d. 

Lentulus, hearing the plauſible avſwere of Terentia, als 
though her füt ſt inünnating ſ&mcd to anſwere fo2 ber pur- 
poſe as pꝛeſerring the Lawes of Diana, ę fircs of Veſta be. 
koꝛe loues holy Temples, pet ſhęe concluded ſo ſweetlp as 
might ſtand with the modeſty of her honour: he thcrefoze 
made thus his replp. ;

are our thoughts, and the nearer ould be the impathy of 
our affections. Doues match when thep are pong. Spens 
are arafted when they are ſpꝛings, the one part not, but bp 
death, no2 are the other ſeuercd but they periſh, Soultiers 
are like virgins, the one ffrining to live bertuous the o: her 
die valiant: both enemies to lone, while they waite on thoſe 
which bꝛoke not lone, A mesne, warre aud Veſta: but both 
muſt love, as having hearts, and thoughts, cyes to ſ beau- 
tp, & eares to iudge of vertues.

Me Romane 
Ladies,thought to haus found you a flat ſouldier, as igno- 
rant in loues, as we of fancies : but how cloſely ſoeuer you 
coner the lame:thefire will be knowne by the ſmoake:Foz 
your falke ſo ſauours of Loves p3inciples,as we indge you 
are as cunning in fayninga paſſion,asin figuring a battell, 
and can as ſoone deceine a woman with a pen, as laughter 
an enemy with a launce. This will make vs fo take you 
foʒ a dap friend, and what we like in you pꝛeſent, to diſal- 
low to mozrow, ſwearing if you bzing amongſt vs Venus 
roſes, we will beate pon with Veſtas nettles:and therefo2e 
if you will be admitted as our ſouldſer,we either fozbid you 
the nanie of loue, oz elle pou ſhall bee out of our fanonrs, 
Cornelia willing to bzeak a ieſt with the Champion, thwar- 
fed Flauia thus.

Blame mee not (weete goddeſfe , if Jaime at the 
faireſt, ſouldiers haue eyes that can fudge of beauty,. though 
they hane nof weapons fo winne beautie, and eares to 
deeme of perfections,though they want tongues tadiſconer 
paſſions. : The harmonie sf loue, J haue heard them ſap, 
conſiftes in vnities, and nothing moze p2eindiciall to fancy 
then pluralitie, either of thonghts 62 of perſons. Among 
many then am I charged but to like of one Piſtreſſe : If J 
make choiſe of Terentia, and ſhee vouch to grace ms with 
her fattonr , Cornelia concludes truely , that armed with

- No'Pudame'quoth Lentulus, that is not the canſe , fo2 
Were it not that euery woman would be a Captaine — 


Lanes, Ts 5 
ſkriue fo2\rp2emacy, they had reſolues bpon this long agoe; 
bat fearing a mutinp amongſt themſelues foz ſuperiozitp, 
fith every one at home Will be counted mot wiſe, and mot 
beautikull though their wies bee meane, and fauours lcffe, 
the Senate are glad to fozeſæ ſuch an inconuenience. The 
Ladies bearivg how cunningly Lentulus had gald Padam 
Flauia on ber right ide, began all fo ſmile & ſhe after a bluſh 
foꝛ very anger, began to laugh. Lentulus glad that hee had 
ginen her a ſep of the ſame ſawce,e paid her her debt in her 
ownecoine:Calling to his boy to fetch him a Lute,willing 
to hew his Piſtreſſe he was not ignozant in Paſtcke, ſaid 
hee would p2oue the fozce of beauty by a Bonet which bee 
heard was made by Orpheus when hee fell firſt into lone 
with Euridice: tuning therefoze his Lute to his vopce, hee 
ſung this dittie. 


Mars in a furie gainſt loues brighteſt Queene, 
Put on his helme, and tooke him to his launce: 
On Erecynus mount was Mauors ſcene, 
And there his enſignes did the god aduance 
And by heauens greateſt gates he ſtowtly ſwore, 
Venus ſhould die, for ſhe had wrongd him (ore. 


Cupid heard this, and he began to crie, 

And w iſht his mothers abſence tor a while: 
Peace foole quoth Venus, is it I muſt die? 2 
Mutt it be Mars? with that ſhe coynd a ſmile; 
She trimd her treſſes, and did curle her haire, 
And made her face witu beauie paſring faire. 


A Fanne of faluer feathers in her hand, 
And in a coach of Ebony ſhe went:

He vod repentance for his raſn miſdeede, 
ü Blaming bis choller chat had caus d his woe: 
Venus grew graeieus, and wich him agreed, 
But eharg d him not to threaren beauty ſo; 
For womens lookes are ſuch inchaunting charmes, 
As cau ſubdue rhe greateſt god in armes. 


Lentulus hauing kung this diftie, Terentia willing a lit⸗ 
tie to ſhew her wit began thus. remember LozdEenculus 
A haue heard mp father ſay , that ſouldiers were wort ts 
carry fauonrs in their helmes , not fancies in their heart: 
t made choice of their miſtreſſe to incdurage their thoughts, 
not to inchant their affections. But J ſe the ancient ho» 
nonrof the Romanes is Hlipt from pzoweſſe, to paſſions, and 
the men conet to be counted rather amozous wers, ther 
hardy warrionrs : gaſing Mars in the fate with bzight Ar⸗ 
mour, but offering Oꝛiſons to Venus in ſecret conceites.. 
This did not Quintus Lucius Cyncinnatus, who ſet it down 
as Crimen capitale ts ſpes ke of loue in the Armie. Noz Sci- 
pio Affricanus the great, who made lawes that no women 
would be bzought p2ifoners within the Campe, leaſt loue 
enter pell mei with warre, might hazard the hantineffe of 
their honours. And pet Madame quoth Lentulus, Cyncin- 
natus had a wife, and Scipio was marricd, But quoth thee 
it was in their age rather choſen fo2 [ſucours.then amozons 
pallions: their ponth was wholly ſpent in warres as ene⸗ 
mies to loves, taunting fancy-as a diſhonour fo their mar» 
ciall dignities: rightly indede with a deepe infightentring 
into the enozmities that grew from following tw p2eciſely 
the court of Venus. Foz belæue me(Gentleman)Poets and 
Painters erre much that aſcribe a deity to Cupid, and 
were woꝛthp to beare ſome grieuous puniſhment fo2\ucha 
new invented hereſis, which A tallappzoue with a Sonet, 
that one of Dianes nymphes made when Jupiter had faul- 
ted with Calipſo, And i Terentia taking the Lute in her 
hand began to war dis chis roundelaoa gz. 
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Fond faining Poets makes of loue a god, 
And leaue the Lawrell for the mirtle boughs: 
When ay ng Child not paſt the rod, 


And faire Diana Daphnis moſt allowes. 
Ile weare the baics and call the wagge a boy, 
And thinke of loue but as a fooliſn toy. 


dome giue him bowe and quiuers az: his backe, 
Some make him blind to aime without aduice: 
When naked vretch ſuch feathred bolts he lackes, 
And light he hath, but cannot wrong the wiſe. 
For vſe but labours, weapons for defence, 
And Cupid like a coward fly eth thence. 


He is God in Court, but cottage cals him childe, 

And Veſtaes virgins with their holy fires.

Terentia hauing ended her roumdelap, as Lentulus was 
ready to reply, Flaminius tame into the Garden with the 
reſt of the Senato2s , whoſe graue p:eſence bzake off their 
amo2ous pꝛattle, ſo that hee leauing the Ladies, taking his 
leaue friendly of them all, but eſpecially with a pitiłul glan · 
cing loke of Terentia as crauing lome fauour fo2 his fare- 
well, de went tothe-Senatozs, amongſt whom he difcour. 
ſed long of the manner and cuſtome of the Parthians, at their 
reſolution in wars, and of ſuch ſerious matters concerning 
martiall diſcipline. Paſling thus away part of the aſter- 
noone, the company at laſt taking their leaves; yeelding 
greatthankes to Flaminius fozthtir god chere, they partod 
to their ſenerall manſions, Lentulus ſlipping tram the reit 
of the tompanp, and with a gracious courage toke his adue 
of Terencia, and the atherof the Ladies, vo wing to be theirs 
euer in any due honourable ſet uice e lo ſtrayning Terentia 
by the hand, he went home with —_ Annius Milo: 9 
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T ullies Loue. 

hee found Marcus Tullius Cicero, then a'ponth in Rome a- 
bout the age of twenty peares, and very pꝛiuate and famt- 
liar with Milo. The kame of this Tullics ſurpaſſing Clo- 
quence was ſo bzated abzoad in Rome, as ti ep counted him 
the myꝛroꝛ of that time, and as in Greece they wondꝛed at 
Demoſthenes fo2 his oꝛations and the popular people fedds 
their epes with his ſigh! \o as Tully pa ſt th2ongh the ſtreets 
theycrped out Hicelt alle Cicero, faping, that is Orpheus 
with his Muſicke made the ſtones and ſtrerts plpant to his 
melody ſo Tully tped the peoples eares fo his tongue by his 
eloquence: And that Plato, whe fo2 his Philoſophicall ſen- 
fences was called diuine, in whoſe lips Bes reſted. as pze- 
ſaging his future exceilency, was inferiour te Tully in his 
muſicall concoꝛd of his phꝛaſe. Lenculus noting his perfectts 
ons, although his par:ntage was baſe , yet thinking his 
eloquence might be p2ofitable to his lones grew to be very 
familiar with Tully, iaſomuch, that of bnacquainted Citt- 
zens, they grew to be deare and pꝛiuate friendes that their 
thoughts werevnited with a ſure league ofamitp,and their 
hearts were receptacles fo2 their mutuall paſſions, ſo that 
their molt ſecret affaires were frankly par licipated without 
anp doubting ſuſpition. But leaning their familiar itp, con⸗ 
gerſing in Miloes houſe: Let vs gentlemen ſer how Terentia 
bꝛokt his departure. Cornelius Nepos fo2gets it in Tullics 
like, bat if poa will beleene me, it was thus. 

No ſooner were the Senatozs and Lentulus departed 
from Flaminius houie, but Flauia and the reft of the Ladies 
toke leaue of Terent ia, who being ſolitary by her ſelfe ſit- 
ting alone in an ar bour of roſes, began to ruminate on the 
Idæa of Lentulus per fettion, and to tall to mind his ſeuerall 
and ſingular qualities, his parentage, his perſon, bonsurs, 
and his great poſſeſſions, but all in vaine.Lones poiſon was 
pꝛeuented with an antidete, and her thoughts ſealed vp with 
an invincible chaſtity. Foz after ſhe had long late: At laſt 
with a ſmile ſhe burſifozth into theſe tearmes. 

I Venus could not infuſe moꝛe diſmall aſpects in other 
Ladies thoughts, then into my minde, they ſhonld neither 
held her as a Goddeſſe, noꝛ honour her temples with p2e- 


ſents

ſents: Fond are thoſe women that are inquiſttine after 
Aſtrologers, whether Venus be retrograde, 02 combuſt in 
their natiuities. Had they but taſted the ſweete ſausurs of 
Veſtacs incenſe, they would abandon her as a planet cares 
lefle in their natiuities, & not trouble the Augures o2 Arul⸗ 
pitts, to cenſure of their fatal oꝛ foꝛtunate fancies. Foz had 
they but inſight into the (wete life of Virgins, how ſecure 
they line, if thep line vertnons, they would neuer intangle 
themſelues with the inconſtant ſnarcs of fancie. Veſta al- 
lowes vs fre tt ough's, Venus diſquiet paſſions: at her Al- 
ters wee haue ſwete llepes, in the other pallace bzoken 
flumbers. Diana counteruailes ourlabours with mp2th and 
quiet: in Cypres we find tople tempered with care and ſo2- 
rowes- Being Utrgins we hauelibertie, married we (ye 
our ſelnes to the bariable diſpoſition of a huſband, who be 
he neuer ſo excellent in perfection, oꝛ exquiſitein pzopoztion, 
wee ſhall finde ſufficient whereof to gather dilltike. Then 
Terentia, let Lentulus paſſe with his honours he hath ſnb- 
dued. What though Alexander wonne the whole wozld 7 
bis glozies are but foꝛtunes fanours. Account him then only 
as thou pꝛomiſedſt, thy fatbers friend and thine as far as he 
treates not of wedding: and with this vpon a ſudden ſhee 
ſtart vp, and went to paſſe away the time amongſt compa- 
nie, holding Cupids deitp at diſdaine , and acconnting of 
loue, as the Samnites did of gold, Which they ſent as p2e» 
ſents tb their enemies, but baniſht from their owne com- 
mon- wealth. But Flauia poꝛe Lady was not pierced with 
fo caſte a paſſion, foꝛ ſhee hauing moꝛe depely impꝛinted in 
her thoughts his honours and vertues and meaſuring the 
man by the height of his foꝛtunes, fell into theſe bitter com⸗ 
laints. 
r With what little p20poztion doth iniurious lone beſtow 
his fauours © With how (mail regard doth blind Foztune 


- pow2e out her treaſares ? Paking in all their actions, con. 
trarieties, that ſo they may triumph in inconſtancy. Lone 


bath bꝛought Lentulus from the warres to Rome, onelp to 


\f& Terentia, Foztune hath bzonght Flauia to the houſe of 


Fl:nunius only to long Lenculus the little regarding him he 
SY lightly 


tightly reſpecting me. Thus hath the conkrariety of Lous 
and Foztune made Lentulus vahappy, e me without hope. 
Ah!but Terentia, though ſhe ſeeme to cop, at the firſt, will 
be moze curteous at the laſt, when (hee hath had hut a mo- 
neths meditating on the excellency of Leaculus, Then oh, 
then ſigh Flavia, and ſap, oh then will Terentia not reiect (6 
honourable a perſonage, when thee conſiders his pouth his 
beautp, his parantage, his dignities. Lentulus no ſoner ſhall 
woe, but ſhe ſhall be wonne. This is the coniecture ot her 
happe, and the diſpaire of my hope. And pet it map be that 
the deſtinies haue appointed their diſagree. Fo2 ſtarres are 
Ricklers in loue, e fates are pꝛincipall fauters in wedlocke. 
Ak mp pꝛapers may ſerue to Venus:if mp incenſe to Cupid, 
if my bows to Lucina:if my fate to lone, let their lone periſh 
in the bud, and whither in the bloſame. Had J Medeas ma- 
gicke, the dꝛugges of Caliplo, the inchauntments of Ciices, 
the ſkil of Hecate, all theſe ſhould be imploied to bꝛeake the 
lone of Terentia and Lentulus. Fond Flauig, to be fo fran⸗ 
ticke in thy paſſions : ſuppoſe Terentia hats Lentulus, tan 
this conclude. he will love ther? No, his thoughts are ſetied, 
his reſt ſet downe, his bowes made, his fancy fixed,and all 
bpon that beautifull Terenria : A, there Flauia, that is the 
woꝛd thatgavleth,to the beautiful Terentia: Foz of ſuch ſur- 
palling beaufy is the Lady, that as Cynthia bꝛoks no com⸗ 
pare with her glozious bzother?ſo then muſt not enter com- 
pariſon with the daughter of the Senatoꝛz Flaminius. But. 
what is this to Lentulus? If the be faire, pea as faire as tuer 
woas Sulpitia: if ſhe be as cop, and diſdainefull as Cælia, had 
he not better lone homelp Flauia, who wil counteraatle with 
lone, what the wants in beauty: Epzopoztion out in duty, 
what ſhe defects in dignity. But what of this leue admitg 
no exceptions, hee cannot miſlike ought in Terentia. Doth 
not pꝛeſent examples, rea inffances crecuted in Rome auer 
ſo mueh Is not Anthonio enamoured ot the blacke Egypti- 
an Cleopatra? Doth not Cæſar enup him in his loues, and 
couets to betoꝛtiual ot his fancies? Aﬀectis is oft blind and 
demeth not rightly. The blackeſt Ebon is bzighter then 
the wyiteff Juszy: and Venus thought Vulcan at the firff

Hauing at this period bzeathed a while, ready to 
goe fozward in paſſions,oneofher waiting women came in 
who bzeaking off her complaints, paff awap the reſt of the 
day inpzattle.Leauing her thevofoze and her maide at chat, 
againe to Lenculus , who toke ſuch in ward griefe at this 
new conceitedloue.that hiscolour began to waxe pale, and 
fo diſconer paWions, his ſighes many and often to bewzap 
his (ozrowes, his ſudden arts in his lepes, and his mn- 
ſings ſarcharged with melancholp. Zheſe noted by Tully, 
his pzinate friend, made him toniecture that ſomewhat was 
amiſſe with Lentulus. Hauing therefoze fit opoztunitie, he 
began to fift him in this maner. 

The ancient Gretians (itotete Lentulus) that ſet downe 


pꝛinciples of friendſhip , account the ſecret conuerſing of 


friends, and their mutuall participating, eicher of pzinate 
ſoʒrawes.oꝛ cancealed pleaſures, the pzincipall end of ſueh 
pꝛofeſſed amitie. Therefoze did Theſeus choſe Pcrichous, 
Oreſtes Pylades e to that end, oʒ elſe pon wong me ſerues 
Tully to his Lentulus. If then it be requiſite in friendſhip 
to abandon ſuſpicious ſecrecp, 4 cãnot but take it bnkindly, 
that Tully is not made partaker of Lentulus paſſions, Foz 
as the Car buncle is not hid inthe darke,nsz the fire ſhut vy 
in ſfraw, ſo ſoʒzrowes cannot (a conertlp be concealed, but 
the countenance will pourtrap out thecauſe by the effects.

If ſince thy comming into this 
ſtoꝛehouſe ofhatures pꝛodigalitie, thine eye hath made ſur- 
nap of anp goꝛgtous Damſell, and ſo (my Lentulus (bee in 
tone, although wiſedome wils to hide amozsg euen from as 
mitie, and to tie fanep in the loweſt Cell of the heart, pet re⸗ 
ueale it to thy friend Tull, and if any way he map caſe tis 
Lentulus paſſions, he vowes to ſalute thy ſoꝛe, though with 
the hazard of his owne ſafety.

cares, us it the mulicke of the Spꝛens had inchanted my 
ſences.'J ceaſed from wattes, to thinke of long, and from

ey with a finger , ard ſkraight enter taine leute as a friend: 
that either time o2 his conſtanty would make her ſkoope to 
the tarc of his deſires. Thus (ought Tally to weft him from 
bis paſſions, but in vaine:fo2 her reſolution confirmds with 
ſuch effectuall e perſwaſtue determinations ſo quartes the 
conceit of his fo2zmer hope, that going paſſing melancholp 
to his bed, he fell into an exkreame feuer, which agranated 
with the inw rd anguich of his mind, grew to be ſo dange- 
rotis; that Aſclapo the Phyſition, excellent at that time fo2 
his faculty, iudged the diſeaſe to be mo2talt.

on they wiched his weale and returned withigriefe. Diet 
Tully, whole fetted friendſhip no miſfoztune could cemolie,

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perplered patient. But as the depth ofhis pe ſcion pierted 
ints the center of his heart,fothe fener increaſed, that genes 
rally Rome began to ſoꝛro ii ſo bzaue a warrio; ſhould bee 
cut off in the very pꝛime of his foꝛtunes:inſomuch that the 
repoꝛt of his ſicknes came to the eares of the thz& Ladies, 
Terentia made light account, as hauing her heart hardnen

Ah but Lenta 
lus, yet Terentia her excellenty is moze, then can be ſhaken 
off with ſo flight reaſons:and with that hee chzunke downe 
into his bed falling fo his sld complaints: pet did this Let⸗ 
ter of Flauiaſomewhat comſoꝛt bhim,and he found it his belt 
phyficke. But leauiug him in his bed, againe to Terentia, 
who felt the diſquiet of her mind as reſtleſſe. Foz the Bena⸗ 
tours daily repapꝛing to her Fathers hauſe , had no other 
table - talke but the eloquence of Tully, ſome commending 
his wit other his ſlady, ſome his vertnes, but all his ſpeci⸗ 
all gifts of nature, that they put oyle into the flame, and 
with theſe pꝛaiſes ſo ſet on fire Terentias fancie, as nothing 
tumbled in her thoughts but the excellency of Cicero: being 
ſo impatient,as the ſought by all meanes poſlibletocometo 
his ſight, and to led her eye withthat wherwith ſhe had in⸗ 
chaunted her eares, finding no ready way to attaine the 
end of her deſires, vnt ill lone, Þ like Mercury is full of ſhifts 
and ſubtilty deuiſed this plot. Tully being boznein a little 
Uillage adispning vnto Rome, called Arpinatum, vſed at- 
ten to make his intercourſe betwenethe towneand the Ci⸗ 
tie fo2 his pleaſure : Which Terentia hauing learned out, 
thought the fiticlt meanes to haue a ſight of her Cicero. 0 
that one dap, to take the apze, accompanied with her two 
friends, Flauia and Cornelia, hauing but a page to attend 
vpon them ſhe walked a bꝛoad into the fields. Paſſing thus 
in merry chat towards Arpina um, hauing ſome glaunces 
at pſicknes of Lentulus, they had not walked aboue a mile 
befs3e Flauia ſpied Tully coming from Arpinatum to Rome, 
ACone as ſhe had diſcribed him, & fo2 certaintie knew that 
it was he: ponder quoth ſhe comes that odde man of Rome, 
that excellent Oꝛatoꝛ Marcus Tully Cicero, fs highly re- 
nowned thzoughall our pzoninces foz his eloquence 3 now 
thall we heare from Lentulus, fo2 they are the moſt familiar 
friends, and pꝛiuate companions in Rome, Terentia at this 
as one wakened ont of a dzeame, gaue a ſtart, and caſting 
opher epe, eſpied the Paramo: - her thoughts, which dzone

her into fach an extaſte, that ſurcharged with ouermuch ioy 


the felt an vnatquained trembling in her ioynts. Being 
thus perplexed, Tully dzawing nie, and ſ&ing Terentia at- 
companied with her ſriend F lauia, gaue thankes to opoꝛtu- 
nitie, that ſhee had ſo highly fauozed his friend Lenculus, as 
that he might now pleade foꝛ his ſafety. Fully thus incenn- 
tering thoſs th2& Roman damęſeis after a courfeons Salue 
which made Terentia bluſh, he began thus to bod them. 

This place(\we&t Romanes)ſo aptly agreing to the per- 
fons, this vally reſembling Idas, and Rome Troy, Jcamot 
but bach withParis at the fight ot thꝛeꝛ ſuch goddeffes, whoſe 
deitp ſurpaſſed thoſe, the ſhepheard indiciaily ſurueied with 
his eye:humbly therefoꝛe laluting von as Dianacs dartings 
and beauties wonder, ſeeing ſo ſmall a fraine foz ſach excel⸗ 
tent perfonages,althongh mp affaires beſerions and of im- 
po2 tance, pet pleaſeth pou vonchſafe ofmp ſernics,J will at- 
tend on your walkes, and conduct pon to Rome. Terentia 
feding her eyes on the [werte of Tullics face, and ſwilling 
down the nectar of his dinine eloquence, ſcaining her ch&ks 
with ſuch a die, as did the faire QNnene of Carthage conrted 
by Eneas ſhe made him this anſwere. | 

How pon make compare (Cicero) ot this vallep, with the 
platnes of Troy, as litie ſkild in Geography. oꝛ read in Ho- 
mers Jliadg, IJ leaue without replp. Foz the Goddeſſes that 
Paris incountred, we are tque li with the in number, though 
far inferiour to them in beauty, Foz pour ſernice we accept 
tt, and fo2 pour wages, vou ſhall haue gracious lokes, and 
hartp thankes. Seeing therefo2e we are merrilp minded, 
ſuppoſe pour ſelfe fo be the Shepheard, which ot vs all ſhall 
be pour Venus ? Not pon Madame quoth Tully abone all 
the reſt: and why ſo quoth Terentia ? becauſe quoth Tully, 
the leaſt fife hath his ſpleene, the ſmalleſt Ant her gall, no 
baire ſo lfitle but hath his haddow,, and no man ſo meane 
but he hath his enup:ꝰ hy then{quoth Terentia) 3 will dif- 
card pon from the office of Paris,as aman partiall.

great laughter that Tully had fs ronghly croſt her oner the 
thumbs. Tuliy pꝛoſecuting his purpoſe went fozward thus. 
Fozeknow Padam, that Lenculus the richeſt Trophe that 
Foztuneſets vp in the Theatre ofhono2,made ſhipw;ocke 
of his libertie foz the repozt of your beantle, leauing the 
warres, and the great hope ot his fo2tunes, to haus a fight 
of Terentia, pon vnkind, not like Venus in curteſte thangh in 
fausurs haue counter poyſed his fancy with millike, and fo 
the honp of his amozous thoughts haue powzed him downe 
heapes of bitter anddiſplealing gall. The cruelty of C eſsi- 
da neuer amated ſo the hardy Troilus, as the frewne of 
Terentia hath pierſt Lentulus, making ſo depe a wannd, as 
no philtcke can ture, only your ſwæt ſelſe, whoſe reſolutians 
are ls far from the pꝛoperties of pour face, as it ſemes the 
Gods wꝛonged nature, in placing an adamant hart within 
a Ch2iltall couerture.The Ladies hearing Tully ſa Carpe, 
bit the lip, and Terentia grieued: angry ſhe could not be, as 
one that was ener the ſhoes in affection, but thus ſhe cut 
bim off. | | | 
J cannot indge(Cicero)by pour ſharpe and peremptozy 
innectines, vpõ lo ſmal acquaintance.but you pꝛofeſſe your 
ſeife a Cinicks. It vour philoſophy be inch, 4 will bzoke-the 
blowes aſwell as Alexander, ond thinke nothing ill that is 
ſpaken from Diogenes.Powſoener,oz whatſoeuer, Cinike, 
oz Stsicke, J argue thus againſt Lentulus, that bows made 
to Vella, are to be holden inuiolated, and reſolutions to line 
a virgin are not to be bzoken with mariage.

A gine,o2 he rightly challenge? Tully,although heconceined 
in his thougb!s, that Terentia peelded great rea'on : pct hes 
would not gine euer the cbaſe ſo, but made this reply. Ah 
but Ma dam hane an inſight into the depth ok his affections, 
how he almes not at pour treaſures, hoping ta be inriched 
by pour great dow2p. Fo2 Lentulus is of the wel hieſt fami- 
ly in Keme, but leuels at pour bertues, the Spꝛens againſt 
whom he could not ble Vliſſes policy. If affection be but a 
little paſt, it lone hath but dzawn one line in pour thoughts 
with his Penſil, w2altie with fancy, blot out loues ſhad- 
dowes,and helpe Lentulus: who, if pou remaine ſo cruell, 
ſhall bee no mo2e Lentulus.

gentlemũ, elſe diſcard him foz a man inſufficiet to taſt ofTe- 
rentias beautyp,oz to bee tcoꝛriuall with Lentulus in his lone. 
Terentia had pelded at this fierce aſſault, had not loue laid 
an inſtante befoze her of her reſolution. Foz the moze Tul- 
ly pleaded fo? his friend, the moꝛe was Terentia enamozed: 
ſo that ſhe made him this anſwere. h b 
Af A knew how tocertifle Len ulus of this daies diſtourſe, 
be thould highly reward pon foꝛ plaping ſo well the Oꝛatoz. 
But A marnelk Cicero, that being porting , and of ſuch elo⸗ 
quence, we heare not of pour loues:J feare pou reach ſo hie, 
that you thinke no maide in Rome honourable enough fo3 
your paramonr. Were Ja man, and had Tullies grace, and 
his tongue, J would plead foz my ſelfe, and bie one wozd 
foz my friend, and two foꝛ my ſelfe. So Madam quoth hee) 
ould men account me a faithleſſe friend, and a flattering 
tover.3But leautrg theſe ſuppoſitions, Padam,how anſwer 
yeu my laſt reaſon: Mith loue (quoth che) and that is withs 
out reaſon, foʒ how might the Gentleman, to whom I finde 
mp felfe affectionate; thinke bimſelfe wzonged, if w — 
tau 
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tauſe I ſhnld be bnconffat. Grant A my lone fo the meaneſt 
citizen,a Monarch ſhall not make conqueff of my thoughts. 
Suppoſe fir it were your ſelfe,and that Teren:ialoned Tul- 
ly could pon bꝛoke another to bꝛaue pon in pour affection? 
JI would Padam (quoth Tully ) it were no ſuppoſition. And 
how then, qusth Lerentia, if it were not? then would 3, 
(quoth he) become.Eſculapms to Leoculus , and ſweare his 
diſeaſe ſhould not be incurable,fo2 J would coniure pon, by 
the rites of Love, by the ſacred lawes of Venus, and by the 
affections that were impꝛinted in yeur thoughts, to beſfow 
what yon would impart vnto me, to my only ioy Loꝛd Len- 
tulus. But women cannot make lone voluntary. Tuſh Pa- 
dam, what cannot women doe foz lone © any thing quoth 
Terentia, but change lone. Therefoze concealing the party 
that Jlove, J will ſay and ſweare Tully is my loue, and ſo 
ſay to Lentulus. With this Terentia bluſht, and fo very 
griefe that Tully would not ſ& into her thoughts, the teares 
ſtod in her eyes: which Tully ſpying, it ſo pzickt him to 
the heart, that it neuer aſter was raiſed out. Zo (moth 
therefoze his rough method with a few fine filed phzaſes, 
he ſalued the matter thus. At is (Padam)impoſſiblefo dziue 
fire downeward, oꝛ to make heauy things ts mount. Na- 
ture will not be wzonged, noz loue dzawn out by conſtraint, 
therefo2e J will leane anp mozeat this time to ſue foꝛ Len- 
tulus: hoping the conſideration of his Pariyzdome will at 
length make batterp in the bulwake of your bꝛeaſt, and 
wheras pon will ſweare Tully is pour lone:you know Ma⸗ 
dam) wos haue in our twelue tables a law againſt periurp, 
but if you vouch ts grace me with that title, in al duty wil 
reſt pour euer · bounden feruant. Why then ſeruñt quothſhe 
let vs to ponder two Ladies, that foz want of a companion 
are faine to make an amozous Knight of mp page. Flauia 
ſing they were halfe agred,fearing Tullyby his eloquence 
had perſwaded Terentia, waxcd pale and incountred them 
thus. UWhat newes, quoth ſhee, doth Lentulus winne oz 
leſe? Neither Padam, quoth Tully , dut his caſe hangs 
fill-in ſuſpence, the next court day J will end mp Dzation, 
and then the Andges (hall gine — = 
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As they were ready to haue gone fozward in ſome plea- 
(ant pꝛattle, they eſpied a hoꝛſeman mak ng foward them 
with the greateſt ſpeed that might be. When he tame with 
inken, Tully knew it to be Lentulus man, and befeꝛe he had 
leaſare to do his mefſage,he demanded how his maſter did: 


_ Paſſing ſicke fir, quoth hee. and hath ſent that yon bee with 


him p2eſently. Tully who was toucht to the quick with this 
newes, put fte in theſfirrope and mounted, pet as one fo2- 
getting himlelfe hee vied theſe woꝛds. Pardon Ladies, ik A 
paſſe maners and p2omiſe, in leaping vp without leaue. and 
returning in ſuch poſt without your company. It is foꝛ Len- 
tulus whom you all loue, and therfoꝛe A hops to reſt blame- 
lefſe. Pow Padame Tercntia; what ſhall I ſap to Lentulus ? 
No moe, quoth (he,then what J ſaid to Tully: but how con- 
cludes Tully of his laſt pꝛemiſes: that, quoth hee, Terentia 
Hall frame the argument, and ſo, with this darke Enigma, 
be toke his leazeof the Ladies:who after his departure, fel 
in talke of his perfection. Terentia lo depely p2ailing the 
man, that her companions eaſily perceiued her lones, and 
ſmiled,thaf in foꝛſaking a lower, ſhee light vpon a weede. 
Well, tracing ſtill amongſt the Bedowes they chanced in- 
to a valley moſt eurioulip decked with Floraes delicats, in 
which were ſich varietie of lo wers, p Nature ſæmed there 
to haue plauted the fo2chouſe of her pꝛodigalitie. Adtop- 
ning to this vally,was a pleaſant river e a groue that gave 
a grace ts Cloris ercellency:delighted with the ſiination of 
th is place, as they paſſed along, they met a ſhepheard, who 
doing reuerence to the dames : Terentia demanded of this 
ſwaine,what the name of this pleaſant place was.

TheShepheards tale. 
Ot many yeres ſince,here in Arpinatũ dwelt a ſhep- 
heardefle called Phillis, ſo famous fo2her beautp, pᷣ the 
Senato2s ſonnes(Which pon call Preteætati) notonly came 
to feed their eyes with her fanours, but to ſatiſſte their fan. 
cies with her loues inlomuch, that ſhe was courted of ma- 
ny bꝛaue Romane Gentlemen. But ſhe that held love at the 
ſtaffs end, although her parets had left her rich, yet to baniſh 
Cupid with labsur, ſhe vouchſaft to be keeper of her owne 
flockes,fearing the pꝛide of her beanty(if ſhe ſhould marry 
with one of Rome) would pꝛoue an enemp to her humble 
thovghts ; Living as chaſt as ſhe was inrolled foz a veſtall, 
and quoted by Diana fo2 one of her ſpecial follomers, her ex⸗ 
cellency was bꝛuted th2ongh all Italy. But ſhe, who feared 
to gaze at ſarres,fo2 ſtumbling at ſtones laid her thoughts 
ls w, aud made choice of her company with country maids, 
and hamely ſhepheards: pet was her attire rich, as diuerſe 
that trauelled this wap, toke her rather fo2 a Hymph, the 
follower. of ſome goddefle, then a maide, and daughter of a 
pooꝛe ſwaine. While thus ſhe lincd Lady of the field, there 
was in the ſame village one Coridon, ſon ts a ſimple ſhep- 
heard, who was a mercenarp man, kept ſhe&epe foz Vatinius 
the Senato2 v hath a farme hard by, This Coridon was a 
man of perfect perfection, his haire hung in treſſes, and his 
face à as beautifull : wiſe he was, and wanted but wealth, 
to make him the chiefe of all the ſhepheards,being ofcquail 
pres almoſt with Phillis, ſe me two yeres eld er. he fell ex- 
treamlp in lone with Phillis. Enamoꝛed was peze Corids, 
and penfint.byhis flocke late ruminating of his paſſions e 
ſmothꝛed his loue in filence, fo2 that he was the meaneſt of 
the lwaines, and ſhe miſtris of vs all. He ſate & ſighed, g had 
none but eccho fo pittp his plaints:his floske left their fode 
to ſe their maſters ſozrow: his pipe ccaſt, the folds werte 
no moꝛe partakers of his melodp, and all theſe thoughts 
and cares fo2 Phil's, She wilp, & ſpping this wanten dal 
ly in the flame, laked narrowlp into the perfectien of the 
mu whem the found wozthp of lone, if his Parents had 
not b&ne to meane, and his wealth no: e at all, (nppzelling 
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this lone with lacke, and quenching the fire with the defects 
the found in Coridon, Bat Cupid that could nat bzoke 
ſuch exceptions, pittping ths paſſions of the poze Shep- 
heard, pulled foo2th an inuenomed bolt, and pierſt Phillis 
ſo depe, that Coridon began to bem-ſter of her thoughts: 
Now ſhee p2ai('d his beauty, his behauiour his wit, his ge⸗ 
ſtures, ſo that nothing was amilfe in Cor idon. If he piped, 
Apollo was not like her Pan, it he ſang, his voice was with⸗ 
out compare if he told tales, they were excellent. if he put 
foꝛth riddles, they were witty. Coridon was the ſbepheard 
thatPaillis did fancy, e no flockes might graze by hers, but 
thoſe of Coridon. This (Miſtris) can loue doe, who though 
hee be choicely honoered in Rome, pet hee finds ſome idle 
time to dally amongſt ſhepheards, Mell, at laſt Coridon 
ſpied Phillis lookes, and got ſome hope of fanour : firlt he 
courted with his eyes.and after natures law fell ts pꝛattle. 
with interchange ofglaunces, after from lokes to wo2ds, 
which after their homly faſhion was very faithfully perfo2- 
med with ſighes e teares, ſuch perſwaſtons as ſhepheards 
bſe.Long had they not word, but Phillis was willing, and 
the was wonne, that after faith and troth, as ſoone as the 
Cepheards conld come together, a feaſt was made we kept 
holiday, and they were married: and becanſe the Lovers 
made this place the Concealer of their paſſions, the ſhe&pe- 
beards fo2 perpetuall memoꝛp of Phillis and Coridon, call 
this the vale of Loue, and in p2aiſethefeof wee Country 
ſhepheards made an Ode, which if it pleaſe pou to tap, 
will rehearſe. The Ladies paſſing willing, thus tbe ſhep- 
heard gan repezt.

A © ſone as the Shepheard repeated the Ode, Terentia 

1 delighted with the deſcription of the paſtoꝛall lone, fog 
that it touched her paſſions, g aue him hearty thankes, and 
ſs the ſwaine twke his leaue and departed. Terentia, and the 
reſt hereupon growing into the effects of Lone that kepes 
no pzaps3ztion of perſons, wandꝛed on, talking towards the 
groue. And foꝛ that the Sunne grew hote,and was riſen ta 
the higheſt Zenith of the heanens, ſeeking foz ſhelter, they 
went into the groue, which was ſeated hard by the pleaſant 
current: finding out there a place conuenient, theſe thzce 
Ladies ſit them downs vpon the grafſe, where delighted 
with the melody of the birds, and the coleneſſe of the ſhade, 
they fell aflepe. Then lined in Rome, Vatinius the Sena - 
tour, which was one of the moſt wealthy in poſſeſſion 


of any that had bene Conſul in the Citie, faueured 
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entry way by foztune „ had hee not berne thwarfed by ont 
grienous e dolefull miſfoztune. Foz this Vatinius amongſt 
many childꝛen had hisel>eft ſonne, as firſt, in birth, ſo bꝛa- 
neſt in pꝛopoꝛtion, of ſuch exceltent lineaments, tcuching 
tze out ward ſhape,as nature ſemed to baue bin curious in 
her wozkmanſhip: but otherwiſe he was ſo fooliſh, and of ſg 
clowniſh capactty, but there was no hope of his future con- 
teit: his name was after his father Vatinius. But fo2 be- 
tauſe, neither bp the diligente of any maſter, noꝛ the latte. 
rie of his friends, coꝛrection, 02 any other induſtrp, her 
could be made capable of learning, oꝛ ciuilitie, bſing fathi. 
ons and woꝛds from a harſh and groſſe voyce, reſcmbling 
rather a bruit beaſt, then a reaſonable creature, hee was in 
deriſton called of cuerp mau, Fabius the Fwle. Vacinius 
grieuing that the gods had offred him this wong, foz that 
the pzeſence of Fabius was the continuall courſe of his (02 
rowes hee commanded that hee ch. uld gee to the Farme; 
and there liue amonalſt his ſhcheards : This was no lit- 
tie content to Fabius, as one that delighted moꝛe in the na- 
ture of ctownes, and bondflaves , then in the courtly behas 
niour of Libertines, and Gentlemen. Fabius thus being in 
the Conntry,applying himſelfe to all pzinciples of huſban- 
d2y, one dap amongft the reff, walked (@2th, with a great 
bat on his necke,to ouerſte his fathers paſtures : at laſt, fo; 
that the Sunne was high and ſhone bote, he went into th 
grone,then all 8ner-clad with leanes, fo2 it was far ſp2ing; 
and ſeeing a place, wherein at pleaſore to reſt himſelfe, he 
ſtumbled (by foztune) on the Fount where Terentia lap a- 
ficepe, who when Fabiuseſpied, being clad in a robe of Biff 
fo thinne, as the whiteneſſe of her (kin did appeare, hauing 
her two .compantons by her ſide, he began as one amazed 
to behold. Leaning therefoze on his great Bat, without 
vttering any wozd, he ſtood in great admiration what Chee 
ſhonlo be, as though hee had neuer (&ne ſo bzane a creatur! 
befoze. Now entring into his ruſticall, and blunt vnder 
tand ing, (where neuer befs2e conld bee ingraven any im, 
pꝛeſſion of honeſt ciuilitie, a thought of fancy, which made 
him confefle , ia big groſſe and marttall ſpirits, that this 
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maide was the faireſt thing that ener could be cenſared by 
fight. In this humo2 hee began to deſcantof her ſenerall 
beouties , pzapfing her haire to be of gold, her foꝛehead of 
Juoꝛv, her lips Coꝛall, and above all, her two b2ealts, which 
then began to appeare like pzetty tender buds, in ſuch ſim- 
ple ſo2t ſo diſtingniſhing of her fanours, that from a groſſe 
Ctowne, hee became to bs a Judge of Beautie: eſpeciallp, 
tsueting to ſee her epcs, which heauy lleepe had ſhnt vp, 
determining often to haue waked her, to haue contented 
himſelfe with their ſights. But ſeeing her moze fatre then 
anp creature th it befo2e he had ſcene, hee thought her to be 
fome Goddeſſe. Hauing thus farre knowledge, that things 
divine ſhould be reuerented moꝛe then humane, and there- 
foꝛe durſt not attempt to wake her, but (although ſhe had a 
found and long ſlæpe) toke ſuch pleaſure in contemplating 
her perfection, that hee would by no delay depart. At laff, 
after lorg ſpace, Terentia awaked befoꝛe any ot the reſt and 
lifting vp her d2owffe epes, ſhe ſaw befo2e her, Fabius lea- 
ning vpoſt his ſtaffe, whereof being halfe amazed, ſhes 
aſkedef him: Fabius, what ſ&keft thou here in this groue ? 
Fabius. who as well by his countenance, as clemencv, and 
fo2 the Nobilitte of his houſe, as the riches of his Father, 
was generally knowne of all the Romanes, made no an- 
fwcre to Teren ia: but ſœing her cies open, te began to loke 
ſtedfaſtiy bpon them, fœling a pleaſant content to iſſue from 
thoſe Lampes which ſparkle as the very flame of lone : in⸗ 
lomuch that Terentia ting him gaze ſo earneſtlp, fearing 
the ſturdy clowne might offer her ſame violence, wakened 
bp her companions, and farting vp, ſaid, Fabius farewell. 
And althovgh Terentia refuſed , as being ſurpziſed with 
great feare of his ruſkicail diſpoſition: pet he would not ſo2- 
ſake her till he had bzonght her to her fathers houſe, where 
bluntly leaving the Lady , hee went home to his Fathers, 
ſaping he would not returne any moꝛe into the Countrey. 
Although it grieued his father to haue his ſs2rewcontinnal- 
lp befo2e his eyes, pet wondzing what the occaſſion of this 
ſtrange motion ſhould meare, hee was content to let him 
remaine at home in the „ arrowes thus piercing 
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into theheartof Fabius, U hereints neuer befs2e anp ciuill 
thought could enter, made ſucha Metamoꝛphoſtes of his 
minde, that not onely his father and friends, but all Rome 
began to wonder at his ſudden alteration: foꝛhee requtred 
to be apparelled as the Son of a Senatoꝛ, which his father 
with all diligence perfozmed. Then frequenting the moſt 
conrteous and honeſtyong Gentlemen of the City, elpeci - 
ally ſuch as were amozous : he (fo the great affonifhing of 
all) not only learned his letters, but became verp ſtud ious, 
and grew fo haue dep inſight into Philoſophy, to be ſkilful 
in Puſicke, to ride a Hoꝛſe, and to bee expert in all gentle 
and manlike actinitie: to conclude, in ſhozt ſpace hee was 
one of the bꝛaueſt pong men in Rome. 

Mere by the way(courteons Ladies and bꝛaus gentlewo⸗ 
men) what ſhall J ſap of the tranſfoꝛmation of Fabius? only 
in my opinion this: That the high vertnes of the heauens 
infaſed into his noble bꝛeſt, were inpꝛiſoned by ö ennioug 
w2ath of foztune within ſome narrow coꝛner of his heart, 
whoſe bandes went aſunder by lone, as a Lo2d tw mightie 
fo2 foztune' Cupid the raiſer bp of lcepp thoughts diſperſed 
thoſe vertues into euerp part ofhis mind, obſcured befoze 
with the eclipſe of baſe thoughts.Letvs then thinke of loug 
as of the moſt pureſt paſſion that is inſerted into the heart 
of man. Well, leaning fabius ſtudious how to excell in all 
laudable bertues,againe to Tully, who arrined in poſt haſte 
to the lodging of Lentulus, and ſound him paſſing ſicke, pet 
ſomewhat com oꝛted at the ſight of Cicero, as cf him that 
he held moſt deere in the wozld. Tully ſeeing him ill and full 
of paſſions, durſt not tell him that hee had ſerne Lerentia, 
leſt her froward anſwere ſhonld augment his wiſerp; con- 
cealing therefoꝛe his chat that he had with the Ladies, at 
laſt, Lentulus ſhewed him the letter of Flauza: whereupon 
they fell to diſcourſe of her beauties and vertues, how thee 
was not much inferiour to Terentia in fauour, but far be- 
pond her in honoꝛs, diſcourſing long from point ts point, 

that after a volv of bzoaken- ſighes tempered with ſome 
teares he fel aſſeep. Tully glad that he toke a nap, ſtole ſoftly 
out ot the chamber, and being by himſelſe, calling to 2

Terentia the Wonder of Rome Natures Parsgon, the re- 


inc d beaulie ofthe hcaucns, ſhe that ſetrmeth to glance at 


the Pærtextati; ſhe that makes no account of the miracle of 
our time Loꝛd Lentulus: ſhoe, Cicero, commarded by lone, 
pelds her ſelfe captive to the ſonne of a pooꝛe cenntrep vil- 
lager in Arpinatum Then Tully Crew Venus temple with 
KRoſcs:ſay there is no ſont but Alcidalion,ng hi but Ercdi- 
nus, no bird but the Dove, ns god but Cupid, Leaſe not cp- 
poztunitie, take her by the fo2chead, let rs: flip occs ſion, fo; 
the glides awap like a ſhaddow: ne: loue, fo: ſhe hangs at 
the herles of Time Now, Terentia hath put the p2on in the 
fice, ſtrike then while it is hote, pap her downe pourds of 
lone fo2 dꝛams of fancy: fo2, in matching with the dangh⸗ 
ter of a Scnatoz,thinke, it prefageth thou ſhalt be a Sena- 
fo2; ſs ſhalt thou gaiac at one time, hono2,dignitie, wealth, 
t beautic:but with that, loſe thy faith, Tulhy, by faith thou 
halt vowed to L-ntulvs, who ſhutteth vp his ſecrets in thy 
heart, and reſteth his thonghts on thy boſome.

that is the precious treafare, that neither Time noz Foz- 
tune can violate. Why, but Terentia will neuer loue Len- 
tulus: then Tully hate thou ener Terentia. J am a man and 
fubiect vnto lone, as well as Lentulus: So art thou a man, 
and being falſe to thy friend, art bnwozthp all loue, Aban- 
don(Tully)theſe vaine imaginations,count Terentia foule, 
defo2med, vicious, and what not © as lone as one ſparke of 
lonelieth raked bpiny cinders of thy thoughts: & as long 
as Lentulus loues her, hate her fa thy ſclfe, & loue her foz 
Lenculus. Setting down his reit at this perisd,he went in. 
fo the chamber, to (& if Len: ulus were awake, but finding 
him fill faſt aleepe, he went towards the Capitoll, where 
he met with Flaminius,the father of Terentia, who deman- 
ded very heartly how Lenculus did. Cicero with a dzepe 
figh ſaid, Paſſing ũcke. Whereof(quoth Flaminius) growes 
the diſeaſe 2 J heard Aſclapo tudged his ſicknes ts be moꝛ- 
tal!, Tully thinking to ſet all on the dice.not reſpecting his 
owne ſoule, but his faith to his friend, began thus. Graue 
Senatour, J ned not rehearſe Lentulus birth, as being a 
citizen, noꝛ his reuennes and poſſeſſions long knonwne to 
t uerp man, 92 his honozs ended in victozies: fo2 the Par- 
chians are ſufficient enidence of his well diſcharged digni- 
ties c valours, Lentulus graced in the pzime of his pouth 
with theſe fauoꝛs, hearing of the beauty of a Roman Ladp, 
left the wars, and came to Rome, where cour ting his Pi- 
ſtreſſe, not with wanton Poems, but with termes of mar- 
riage, he found her froward, & his loue dacht in the pꝛime. 
The impꝛeſſion of her beautp grauen with to depe a cha- 
racter, was to faſt rœted in his heart, to be thꝛuſt ont with 
deniall: pet Lentulus ts content her, plaies like the Phenix, 
burnes in his owne perfumes, rather wiſhing te die then to 
contrarp her refoig'1on. This is the canſe that ſir ſt bzonght 
Lentulus to his bed and this (ere long) will bꝛing him to his 
graue. And who map it be (quoth Flaminius, ) of what fa- 
mily of what beauty,of what degree, that can, oꝛ dare deny 
L92d'Lentulus ? Js he not mightie , and map command hy 
force, what he cannot obtaine by infreaty? will not the ſonl- 
diers at his becke riſe in armes? feare not the conſuls _— 
£:ues

telues ta wrong Lentulus ? Doth not all Rome haug their 
tho aghts at his lokes? Ah miſerable father that harbours 
ſach a daughter E faddozne haſwike, that denies ſo bzane a 
Romane, In friendſhip Tully tel me who it is? Cicero wil 
ling to put a ſpur to afreehozſe,and to loſe his own content 
ta win his friends quiet told him flatly it was his daughter 
Terentia: and foꝛ pzofe he ſhewed him the Letters that paſt 
betwixt Lentulus und her. Aſſone as her father had read the 
contents, as a man halfe mad, he fell into farious and fran⸗ 
tick tearmes, crclaiming againſt the head · ſtrong humoz of 
koolich Terentia,' After he had bꝛeathed out the heate of his 
choller, hee fell to be ſomewhat appeaſed, and bad Tully 
heme to Supper , pꝛomiſing all ould fozt accozding vnto 
Lentulus minde. With that departing from the Capitoll, 
Tully and he went home to his honſe, where the Coke ber- 
ing ſomewhat flacke, Flaminius hearing his daughter was 
all alone in a garden, he wiſhed Tully te try her once againe, 
and to perl wade her by all poſſible meanes to grant to the 
requeſt of Lentulus. Upon this Tully went into the garden, 
where finding Terentia fitting ſolitary in an Arbour bp ta 
the hard eares in a dumpe, he wakened her out of her muſe 
thus. Veſtas chiefe paragon; and Venus new entertained 
darling van adam Terentia I meane. 5 lit in a muſe:are 
von offering oziſons to Diana te your thaſtity, oz thankes 
to Cupid foz your lones:92 what are you thinking on when

that many were wo1unded,and ſame flaine, Upon this the 
nert day,parts were taken. the people began to mutine,and 
to fall to inteſtine and cinill iarres. that as in time of Sylla 
and Marius, ſo the ffceetes were filled with armed Souldi- 
ers. The @enato:s ſeeing what blodp ſtratagems would 
inſue of this frife, if it were not pacifted, ſent feꝝ the Con- 
fals , and charged them te raiſe ſome of the Legions, tand 
bzing Lenculus , Tully and Fabius the nert day to the Se- 
nate houſe with Terentia, and her Father. They obeying 
their command, put this charge in execution, and ſo quali- 
kping ſomewhat the fary of the peopla, bzonght theſe th2& 
woers With Terentia, befoze the whole ſtats of Rome, 
Where being arrined. Tully fearefull of nature, and ficke, 
pet ſomewhat ltrengthned with the ixht of his Pilfrefle, 
being glad, Lenculus wag his friend in h:s lone, alter due 
reuerence, began thus.

Beauty is like to b) ng 
Rome ts confuffon : fe2 the greateſt houſes and families 
are dcuided, the Lenculi and Vatinij, and thWMfo2 Terencia, 
Let the cauſe be examined befs2e the Senatozs,and as ther 
heare,folet them bome:Lentulus choſe by the Senate, was 
ſent Captaine over many Legions againſt the Parthians, 
where he tyed foztune to his thoughts, by his great victo- 
ries and conqueſts, ſet bp Trophers of Romane chiualrie. 
Keturning with glozp ts Rome, hauing ſet in his place, Le- 
pidus, he was enamoured not onely of the beautp, but ver- 
tues of Terentia, the fame of whoſe cxcellency was ſpꝛed a- 
monalt the Parthians.Coueting ts match with ſe honoꝛable 
a Ladp,he courted ber, but in viine ; not that ſhe diſdained 
Lentulus. but that ſhes had fired her fancp befoze ſhee ſaw 
Lentulus: & the platfo2me of loue is able to receiue but one 
impꝛeſſion. If honoꝛs it canqueſt if parentage,if revenves, 
it cozage, if gods of foztune,bodp oꝛ mind might haue won 
Terentia, all this was vnited in poung Lentulus But lone 
that liketh without cxceptions, had onerbard her hart with 
fuch kozmer fanctes, as the paſſionate ſute of Lentulus could 
haue no entrance. His thoughts were extreame, and the diſs 
guiet of his mind bꝛought a diſcaſe to his body. But when 
he knew that Terentia loued his friend, he appeaſed his pal - 
ſions, e reſtad content with his foztunes. The bnconſtant 
goddelle ; "Whoſe ſmiles are duerſhadowed with frownes, 
not content honoꝛ ould ſpꝛing bp withovt enup, ſends Te, 
rentia to walke abzoadtowards Arpinatum, where then 
Fabius lived, as famous foꝛ his ruſticke and bnciuill life, as 
nowhe is wondꝛed at fo2 his b2ave and courtly behauioz: 
Spying Terentia,he was as Lentulus ſnared th her beanty, 
that the Romans ts repozt a miracle, ſaid, lone made him 
ofaclowne a bꝛaue and reſolute Gentleman. Ths excellen⸗ 
cp of Tcrentia hauing new poliſhed nature in Fabius, he 
ſues foꝛ her fancur, but her thoughts that were foꝛepointed 
with sther paſlions intreates him to bzidle affection, and 
to make a conqueſt of himſelſe, by ſeducing the fozce of fan. 
ey,ſeeing her reſalntion was directed to loue none but one, 
and. .

and chat was Tully, This woꝛd (graue Henakoꝛs and Ro. 


Hans, ſounding baſely in the eares of Fabius, canſed him to? 
tike armes, and Lentulis to defend his friend Cicero, ag 
'02 him befo2e he had loft his lone, ſo hee meant to looſe his 
life,aod withſtod him in the face. Thus grew this mutinp, 


' nat againſt beauty, foz it is a chiefe good of it ſelfe , neʒ a- 


gaiuft Tully, foꝛ he is meane and bnws2thy to be reuenged 
by armes, but againſt Terentia, becauſe ſhee vonchſafed to 
lone Tully, This (Romans) is the cauſe of this mutinp, to 
ſuppꝛeſſs which let Tully die : fo2 he had rather pacifie this 
ſtrite by death, then lee the meaneſt Roman fal on the [wozd. 
Tye common people at this began to murmure, pleaſed 
with the plartfible Oꝛation of Tully, which one of the Senas 


toꝛs ſ&ing, ſtood vp and ſaid thus: Tercntia, Cicero 92 hs 


ſhewed reaſons why thor ſhonldeſt loue Lentulus and Fabi. 
us, but n hat reaſon canſt thou infer to loue ſo meane a man 
as Tully ? Terentia bluſhing made this anſwere: Befoze ſg 
honourable an audience, as theſe graue Senatoꝛs, and woz⸗ 
thy Romane Cit zens, womens reaſons would ſeeme ng 
reaſons, eſpeciallp in loue, which is without reaſon; theres 
foze J onely peold this reaſon,J loue Cicero, not able to ra; 
tifie my affection with any ſtrong reaſon, becauſe loue is not 
circumlcr ip within reaſons limits: but if it pleaſe the Se- 
nate to pacifte the mutinie, let Terentia leane to liue, be- 
cauſe ſhe cannot leaue to loue, and onely to loue Cicero. At 
this the wept, and ſtained her face with (ach a pleaſing ver- 
milion die, that the people ſhouted. None but Cicero. Aher- 
vpon befoꝛe the Senate, Tully & Terentia were betrothed, 
Lentulus and Fabius made friends, and the one named 
Lentulus as the Annales made mention, mar- 
ried to Flauia, and Fabius weddeb to 
the wozthy Cornelia. 
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
